It was good seeing you recently after the meeting earlier this month. 

About three years ago, the Deputy Secretaries of DoD and DHS and 18 US CEOs launched an effort called the Enduring 
Security Framework (ESF) to coordinate government/industry actions on important (generally classified) security issues 
that couldn't be solved by individual actors alone. For example, over the last 18 months, we (primarily Intel, AMD, HP, 
Dell and Microsoft on the industry side) completed an effort to secure the BIOS of enterprise platforms to address a 
threat in that area. 

About six months ago, we began focusing on the security of mobility devices. A group (primarily Google, Apple and 
Microsoft) recently came to agreement on a set of core security principles. When we reach this point in our projects, we 
schedule a classified briefing for the CEO's of key companies to provide them a brief on the specific threats we believe 
can be mitigated and to seek their commitment for their organization to move ahead. 

We are convening a small group of CEO's for such a discussion in Silicon Valley on August gf* and I would like to invite 
you to attend given Google's prominence in the industry. Google's participation in refinement, engineering and 
deployment of the solutions will be essential (Sergei Brin has attended previous sessions but cannot make this meeting 
for scheduling purposes). 

Here are the logistics for the meeting... 

• The August 8 meeting will take place in a secure facility in proximity to the San Jose, CA airport. 

• The meeting is scheduled from 11am - 3pm PST and will include a classified threat briefing. 

• The meeting discussion will be topic-specific, and decision-oriented, with a focus on Mobility Threats and
